Waseverthe Word Liberty, facred to all the great 
wpoles of Life, and the Fountain of all Happinefs, fo 
lely proftituted, as to ferve the low and baie Caufe of 
rfonal Refentment! I fay, proftituted to ferve the vile 
ufe of perfonal Refentment! for Liberty was never 
p greater Perfection, never ftronger guarded, nor ever 
a lefs Danger of beitig loft. Every Difcourfe there- 
yreinfinuating to the People, the extreme Hazard and 
Manger their Liberties are in of being undermined, 
verted and deilroyed, is a fadious Difcourfe againtt 
perty, anda Libel upon the Government : I fay, a 
nFiows and a dibellous Difcourfe ; for "tis filling the 
finds of the People with diftffiApprehenfions of 
Danger to their Perfons and Properties, when there is 
ot one A@ion done by the Government that gives the 
aft Reafm to fear. ‘To complain of the Danger Li- 
isin at prefent, is full as ridiculous as to com- 
jain of the Danger of Sicknefs in the Midit of Health ; 
he Danger of Poverty in the Midft of Riches ; and the 
Dang bfStarving in the Midft of Plenty. ‘To tell the 
ple, as the lait Craft/man does, ‘That they area 
tel of Fools and Idiots; that they are ftark blind, 
nd can’t fee the Sun at Noon-day ; that they are 
uildren, who, if gratified with a Shadow, will give 
Bp the Subfamce ; that they are fuch Blockheads as to 
incapable of underftanding ; that their Liberties are 
dermined and going to be blown up; and fuch a 
upid Race of €reatures, that nothing but an abjolute 
nd 402 Invafon of the Conttitution, can ever ftir 
hem up to Reientment. ‘To be told all this, is fuch 
bimprudent Attack upon the common Senfe and com- 
mt Honey of the Nation, that I am fure the People 
relent, and Jook upon the Author with the utmoft 
fence and Deteflation ; for “tis impoflible Liberty 
ould be in Danger, and the People not fee it; the 
"cope of Property | mean, whom he makes his Exhor- 
aulons to; who uarderftand the State of the Nation as 
4 as himfelf ; and can as eafily difcern whether 
#rans are laid to undermine and blow up ovr Liber- 
ms, a the moit fagacious Author among the Patriots. 
Liverry is, at this T ime, as well guarded, and in 
great Perfection as ‘tis poffible any human Conttitu- 
re hould be. For what is Liberty but being govern- 
by juft and equal Laws of the People’s making? Is 
ot this the highett Liberty ? Is not this the Perfection 
Liberty ? that the People fnould chufe their own Le- 
rs; and that the executive Power of the King- 
rs fhould conftantly govern by what thofe Legiflators 
aitute ? Is there one Aét of Power that is not an 
flaw? Or, are there any Laws made contrary 
general Juftice, or which have the leaft ‘Tendency 
Regge the great End and Defign of all the other 
apd What is it then we complain of ? Where is 
‘ ger? The Ill we feel is only in our Fears ; it 
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has no real Exiftence ; ‘tis an Apparition only conjured 
up by thefe Lunaticks in Politicks that we are contend- 
ing with. °Tis faid indeed, that our Danger is from 


our Luxury, and the Neceffities confequent upon it, 


which caufe Dependence and Corruption. But, I fay, 
let the People look to that; “tis their Bufinefs to pre- 
ferve them{elves from Corruption: Nobody can do it 
forthem. ‘This World hath ftood already, according 
to our orthodox Computation, about fix thoufand 
Years ; and there were always Tempters and Tempted ; 
Corrupters and Corrupted ; and | am afraid always 
will be. But this I afirm, there is no Way to prevent 
Corruption, but fo tolive and manage our own For- 
tunes, as not to be under the Neceffity of being cor- 
rupted ; for as no Laws nor Power can make Men reit- 
gious, wife, and hone; fo no Laws nor Power can 
preferve them from Corruption; this muft be done at 
home; ’tis what we mutt do for ourfelves ; and what 
no Man can do for us. Here lies Virtue, here lies 
Merit. In this confifts the Excellency and Dignity of 
Man. ’Tis in vain to complain of the Growth of Luxury 
and Corruption: ’Tis in vain to fay, with the Craf?/- 
man, * That °tis morally impofible to ftop the Growth 
‘ of Luxury and Corruption, without the Interpofition of 
* the fuperior Powers, and the Examples of our Lead- 
‘ ers; becaufe whilit there are Tempters, the common 
* People will be /educed, corrupted and betrayed.’ But 
I ask, How we fhall putan End to Tempters ? Cut off 
one there will rife up another. Men in Power will be 
tempting others to ferve the Ends of Power ; and Mea 
out of Power will tempt their Friends, Acquaintance, 
and Dependents to ferve the Ends of Faétion, Ambition, 
Refentment, and perfonal Hate; and there is no Remedy 
for this but what is in ourfelves ; for what can Power 
do? -Or what ought it todo? Nothing that I know 
of, but fecure our Perfonsand Properties againit the 
Violence of wicked Men; but it cannot fecure them 
againft the Arts of other Men, nor againff ourfelwes. 
Every Man may hurt his own Perfon, or confame his 
own Property ; and tis out of the Power of all the 
Laws the Wit of Man can inyent to hinder him; nor 
do I think they ought to hinder him, but that every 
Man fhould have she Liberty to difpofe of his own Per- 
fon and Fortunes as he pleafes, without injuring the 
Perfons and Properties of other Men. ‘The End and 
Defign of Government is not to keep us from 4urting 
ourfelwes, but to seep others from hurting us; and, if Go- 
vernments would do that, "tis enough ; ‘tis all that 


wife Men expect from them; ‘tis all they defire of 


them: But fhould Perfons in Poaver once pretend, 1 was 
going to fay prefume, to intermeddle with the Difpofal 
of our Perfons and our Fortunes, or break into our Fa- 
milies and Retirements, under a Pretence of preventing 
Luxury, I don’t know any Gentlemen of Senfe and 
Spirit, but would endeavour to turn them out of Power, 
or withdraw themfelves from it. 

____To talk, there, as the Authors of the Craf?/man do, 
about preventing Luxury and Corruption éy Power, is 
ridiculous Cant and Nonfenfe, or erecling a ‘Tyranny 
over our Perfons and Eitates. They do not Philofphize 
or Moralizxe; they do not fhew the People how they 
ought to prevent Corruption; but, only teach them to 
hate the Court or Minifiry, as the Caule of it: But this 
is as wicked as "tis weak ; for we never had better Ex- 
amples of OEconomy and of all the /octal Virtues than in 
the prefent Court; the People have, therefore, the 
Examples of the Greateft Perions in the Kingdom to 
fteer by. But, if Examples will not do, they have 
their own Reafon, form’d upon Experience and Know- 
ledge, to convince them of this Truth, that they are 
not able to preferve their Hone/ly, after they have, 
through Luxury and Vanity, thrown away their Fortunes. 
Their only way is, theretore, to be IJnduffrious, and to 
live within their Fortunes ; fo will they be Proof again 
all the Temptations, and all the Tempters in the 
World: They fhould guard againit Luxury and Exce/;, 
either in fenfual Gratifications, or Furniture, Dref,, 
Equipage, and other Fodiies arifing from Pride, as they 
would guard againft their moit dreadful Enemy ; for 
no Enemy can injure them fo much as they will injure 
themfelves by Prodigality and Luxury. Let the Peo- 
ple of Exg/and then affume the Senie and Refolution of 
their Anceftors, to get their Livings by Jndu/iry, and 
never exceed the Limits of their private Fortunes, and 
al! Complaints. of Venality and Corruption will fall to 
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the Ground. But till this is done, we may roar againft 
Courts and Minifters, and againit Corruption as much as 
we pleafe: Some will corrupt, and others will be cor- 
rupted; nor is there any Remedy for this; but the Ex- 
ercife of our own Reafon, which will teil us, that all 
our meige g all our Happinefi too, arife from the 
Practice of humble Temperance, plain Frugality, and 
honeft Induftry. “ ae ae

LONDON. 


Yefterday arrived a Mail from Holland, which 
brought Letters of the 11th from Koningsberg that 
fay, they had Advice there from Warfaw, that the 
General Dyet of Pacification was feparated without 
proceeding to Bufinefs, feveral of the Deputies having 
to the very laft oppofed the Eleétion of a Marthal. 
Thofe direétly from Warfaw fay, that there was a 
Seffion on the sth ; but it was the laft according to the 
Laws of the Kingdom; neverthelefs it being the 
Cuftom for the Dyet to continue fitting 5 Days longer, 
in order to give Time for the Chamber of the Deputies 
to join the Senate, and to carry to them the Refolu- 
tions of the Deputies, the latter are ftill fitting to fee, 
whether fince they have failed of the Eleftion of a 
Marthal by the ufual Methods, it may not be accom- 
plith’d by fuch as are extraordinary: In fuch Cafes ’tis 
the Cuftom, inftead of voting by Palatinates and 
Diftri€ts, each according to their Rank, to vote with- 
out Order, and when any one is propofed for Marfhal, 
they only fay, Sgoda or Niemax Sgoda, i.e. I approve 
Or di/approve. a: 

"Tis confiirm’d from Vienna, that M. de la Beaume 
returned thither.4rom the Court of France, and was 
actually fet out ,again thither with the Imperial Court's 
Anfwer to his Diipatches, 

Letters from the Rhine fay, that the Prifoners of 
War taken on both Sides towards the Clofe of - the 
Campaign, efpecially in the Expedition on the Mofelle, 
have been releafed. 

Thofe from Italy advife, that the News of the Pre- 
liminarfes being fign’d for a Peace, has had a very dif 
ferent Impreflion upon the Spaniards from what it made 
upon the French Troops. The Marfhal de Noailles 
having received a Courier from Paris, the General 
Officers crowded about him with Impatience to know 
the Contents of his Difpatches ; but the Marfhal only 
faid to them, Jave good News, Gentlemen, you foall know 
more in three Days. But as to the Spaniards, three of 
their Soldiers at Verona hearing the Peace talk’d of, 
tore off their white Cockades from their Hats ina Rage, 
for which the Duke de Montemar put them under 
a Guard; but the faid Duke exprefles no little Surprize 
and Uneafinefs at the News of the late Negociations, and 
is very angry with the Proveditor General of the Repub- 
lick for excufing himfedf trom furnifhing Corn, on pre- 
tence that the Mantuan was again to revert to the KEm- 
peror; and he declared, that without very pofitive 
Orders from the King of Spain, he would not part - 
with an Inch of Land in that Dutchy ; adding, that 
he had Troops enough under his Command to main- 
tain hisGround. This General being informed of his 
Catholicx Majefty’s Mind with regard to the Siege of 
Mantua, has caufed it to be block’d up again very clofe, 
and has publifh'd a moft fevere Order throughout the 
Mantuan, which is even affix'd to the Trees, declaring, 
that if any Inhabitant of the faid Dutchy, either Noble 
or Plebeian, prefume to contravene the repeated Pro- 
hibitions of turnifhing the City of Mantua with Pro- 
vifions, he fhail be punifhed with immediate Death, 
and hang’d up on the very Spot where he thall be taken 
in the Fact, befides Forfeiture of his Goods and Chattles, 
and the Banifhment of his Family: And fuch as are 
found travelling to, or in any manner correfponding 
with Mantua, are to be carried Prifoners to Mirandola, 
where, if they are fit for Labour, they are to be fet to 
Work on the Fortifications for fix Months, or elfe to 
lie during that Term in Gaol. Mean time the Duke 
is not only adding new Fortifications to Mirandola, and 
ftoring it with Arms and Ammunition in abundance ; 
but is alfo fortifying the chief Plates on the Mincio, 
from Geito to Governolo, and making fuch other 
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Diipolnions, as if he expeéted the Return of the Ger- 
‘mans into Italy to diflodge him; and he has demanded 
Winter Quarters for goco Men in the Belognele, of 
which the Senate has made Complaint to the Pope. 

They write from Copenhagen, that after great Seafch 
far the Incendiaries that fet Fire to Rotichild, they 
have difcovered a Lad of about..16 or 17 Years of Age, 
that goes by the Name of Nicholas Chriftian, who de- 
clared, that he was guilty of the feveral Fires that hap- 
pened there on the 25th, 26th, and 2gth of September, 
and on the 4th and 24th of Oczober laft ; and that he 
did it, at the Inftigation of divers Perfons {whom he has 
informed againft) who took an Advantage from the 
Confufion to plunder. The young Villain has confef- 
fed, that, on the Day he was apprehended, he was to 
fet Fire to Rotfchild the fixth ‘Lime. 

They write from the Hague, that the Prince and 
Princefs of Orange are arrived there fora few Days, 
from their Seat at Loo .
